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REMARKS 

We acknowledge the Examiner's indication that claims 1-13, 56 and 57 are allowable and 
that claims 17-23, 28, 29, 34-39, and 46-52 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the features recited in base claim and intervening claims. We have amended 
independent claims 14, 30 and 53 to depend from independent claim 1. By these amendments 
we submit that claims 1-57 are in allowable condition. 

We have also added claims 58-86 including independent claims 58, 66, 73, and 80. 
Independent claims 58, 66, 73, and 80 represent the combination of independent claim 1 with the 
features recited in dependent claims 16, 23, 34 (with 33) and 37, respectively. We submit that 
these new claims are in condition for allowance. 

Prior Art Rejections 

The Examiner rejected claims 14, 15, 24-27, 30, 31, and 40-44 as anticipated by Troester 
(U.S. 6,135,022). The Examiner also rejected dependent claims 16, 45, and 53-55 as 
unpatentable over Troester in view of Wadge. We submit that these claims are moot in view of 
applicants amendments to the claims.
